CHICAGO, Dec. 17 (UP)—Fed- 
eral narcotics agents and police 
made a series of raids today in 
an attempt to break up a ring that 
has been peddling narcotics to 
college and high school students 
throughout the Middle West. 

Thirty-five persons, five of them 
women, had been seized before 
noon. Raiders said the total might 
be more than 100 by nightfall. 

Police said “hundreds of thou- 


sands of dollars” worth of nar-fejry stolen from the Bel-Air Hotel 


cotics (bootleg value) were in- 


volved. 
Traced to Chicago. 


The investigation began here 
after quantities of heroin, mor- 
phine, cocaine and marijuana be- 
gan turning up at colleges and 
high schools in Illinois, WiscOn- 
sin, Minnesota and Iowa. In al- 
most every case, investigators 
said, the drugs were traced to 
Chicago sources. 


A fairly large quantity of drugs, 


found in a student’s possession 
at the University of Illinois cam- 
pus at ere was traced to 
Chicago ers. 

In one of the early raids today, 
officers seized a grocer who once 
served three years for selling 
1500 grain of heroin. Another

a oy raids began about dusk 
last night. A special squad of 50 
federal agents, especially “im- 
ported,” teamed up with 25 city 
policemen to smash their way into 
hideouts, most of them on the 
South Side. 

Five-Month Investigation. 

District Attorney Otto Kerner 
said the investigation began five 
months ago. He said the special 
squad of federal agents was 
brought to the city in twos and 
threes to work on the case be- 
cause they would not be recog- 
nized by local narcotics sellers. 

Others who helped direct the 
investigation and organize the 
raids were Kerner’s assistant, Jo- 
seph Tobin; chief Chicago nar- 
cotics agent Ralph Artist and 
acting Lt. John Mangin of the 
Chicago police. 

Two federal agents and a city 
officer were assigned to each 
raiding team. One of the agents 
would make a narcotics purchase, 
after which the city patrolman 
and the other agent would make 
the arrest. . 

The raiders were armed with 
more than 50 complaints giving 
them the legal right to make the 
raids. 

While the investigation pro- 
gressed, known peddlers were per- 
mitted to operate here with com- 
parative immunity to increase the 
effectiveness of the raids.

LAKEHURST, NJ., Dec. 17 
(AP)—A 36-year-old Woodbridge 
(N.J.) attorney pedaled himself 
into the air yesterday in his own 


invention—a pedalcopter. 

While Army, Navy, Marine and 
Coast Guard officers watched, 
Charles K. Paul maneuvered his 
craft to a height of 100 feet in- 
side the large hangar of the naval 
air station here. 

The device is a 140-pound, self- 
propelled flying machine which 
utilizes a 5000-cubic-foot helium 
bag. A foot-operated bicycle-type 
device which turns the bag clock- 
wise and a power unit counter- 
clockwise is suspended from the 
bag. A forward speed of about 
10 miles an hour was attained 
during the demonstration. |

interest” in the device. Capt. G.

The pedalcopter was made by 
Paul out of bicycle parts which 
he hand-machined without bene- 
fit of technical advice. He said 
it cost him about $400 to build 
and uses about $60 worth of 
helium in the bag. 

He sat in the fuselage, which 
resembled a baby carriage with a 
shaft in the center. With his feet 
he operated a bicycle - style 
sprocket which rotated the 
helium bag and two fiying rotors 
of the helicopter type. 

The pitch of the five-foot rotor 
blades was controlled by a pipe 
which, when moved by hand, gov- 
erned the forward, backward and 
side-to-side motions of the craft.

10 SEEK 3-VEAR 
DRAFT EXTENSION 


Johnson and Acheson to 
Urge Action as Neces- 
sary Defense Against 
Communism. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
Administration leaders will ask 
an unwilling Congress to extend 
the peacetime draft for three 
more years. 

It was learned today that Sec- 
retary of Defense Johnson and 
Secretary of State Acheson will 
urge the extension at the next 
session as a necessary part of the 
all-out defense against Commu- 
nism. ° 

The present act, passed by a 
reluctant Congress in 1948, is 
due to expire June 24. 

One congressional source, who 
asked that his name not be used, 
said the selective service exten- 
sion “is the No. 1 item on de- 
fense legislative musts.” 

“Essential to Security.” 

Johnson already has informed 
Congress that continuation of the 
draft niachinery ‘is “essential to 
national security.” 

He, has asked for an annual 
fund of $16,700,000 to operate 
the system of registering and 
classifying youths from 18 through 
25 years old. 

Johnson’s communication to 
congressional leaders cited several 
points to support his requests. 

The draft is needed, he said, 
to back up President Truman’s 
declaration that the “United 
States supports the powerful 
forces for freedom, justice and 
peace which are represented by 
the United Nations and the free 
nations of the world.” 

Johnson added that Acheson 
fears the end of selective service 
might be regarded abroad as in- 
consistent with our policies under 
the Atlantic pact and military as-

prevail. Johnson’s request to the 


The proposed, $45,250,000 proj- 
ect met the virtually solid oppo- 
sition of residents of the upper 
Meramec river, the Bourbeuse 
and the Big rivers, where the 
dams would be built and large 
reservoirs formed.

If 
a favorable recommendation is 
made by the engineers, the plans 
will be submitted to Congress 
for necessary appropriations to 
undertake the work. 

Congress previously authorized 
a study and preparation of plans 
for a system’ of reservoirs on trib- 
utaries of the Mississippi river, 
including the Meramec basin, in 
the interest of flood control and 
navigation aid. The final decision 
on whether the proposals offered 
would best accomplish the objec- 
tives sought, and are in the in- 
terests of the Meramec valley 
itself, rests with Congress, pro- 
vided the army engineers in 
Washington recommend the work. 

. Backers of the high dams, who 
constituted a small minority at 
earlier hearings this week at Un- 
ion, Sullivan and Hillsboro, showed 
up in somewhat greater force at 
the final hearing here yesterday 
at Kiel Auditorium.

Mrs. Lottie Lutz, who described 
herself as a “swamp angel,” said 
persons living near where the 
Meramec empties into the Mis- 
sissippi had suffered flood dam- 
age 12 times since 1942, much of 
it caused by Mississippi river 
backwater. 

Representing the Lower Mera- 
mec Improvement Association, 
Mrs. Lutz said the Army Engi- 
neers’ plan wouldn’t stop the 
Mississippi backwater, and “their 
dams will only make conditions 
worse.” She expressed the fear 
that Meramec flood waters would 
be released from the reservoirs, 
at the same time of high back- 
waters, and “sweep us from our 
homes.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
They turned the water faucets 
tight here yesterday and 8,000,- 
000 New Yorkers saved nearly 11 
gallons apiece. That’s the amount 
of a skimpy tub bath ...ora 
fast shower . . . or two big dish- 
washings . .. and it may not 


seem much. But when you get 
8,000,000 persons savihg that 
much water it means 90,000,000 
gallons that are still in the big 
city’s giant but drouth-stricken 
reservoirs. 

It was a water holiday ... dry 
Friday ... or if you want to go 
along with the gag, “Driday.” 

Water officials, apparently as- 
tonished by this blase city’s re- 
sponse, called it all a “huge suc- 
cess.” Then they crossed their 
fingers and hoped people 
wouldn’t throw a water binge to 
celebrate. Officials said New 
York could bathe and shave 
again with a’free conscience, but 
asked them to continue all other 
“dry Friday” methods of conser- 
vation. 

The final figures won't be 
known for certain until later to- 
day. The 90,000,000-gallon fig- 
ure was an estimate based on 17 
hours of the 24. 

The best part of the saving was 
that it was an extra saving—on 
top of the 173,000,000 gallons the 
city has already managed to trim 
off its daily water budget since 
the shortage began two weeks

day of about 273,000,000 gallons,

PEORIA, Ill, Dec. 17—Gam- 
blers, who have been threatening 


to reopen Peoria county, appar- 
ently made the first move in their 
new campaign last night by ex- 
ploding a dynamite bomb beside 
the home of State’s Attorney 
Michael A. Shore on Crestwood 
drive here. 

Shore, who succeeded former 
State’s Attorney Roy P. Hull a 
year ago, has vigorously opposed 
efforts of gambling interests to 
restore Peoria county to its for- 
mer wide open status. Hull is 
still awaiting trial on an indict 
ment charging him with attempted 
bribery. The charges were based 
on revelations of graft and cor- 
ruption made last year by the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Bricks Dislodged. 

Neither Shore nor a maid, Mrs. 
Bertha Petersen, who were at 
home when the bomb exploded, 
was injured. The explosive dis- 
lodged several bricks in the 
foundation of the garage, which 
adjoins the house. Windows were 
shattered in the garage, dining 
room and kitchen and in a neigh- 
bor’s house. A number of homes 
in the neighborhood were shaken. 

Shore said he believed the bomb 
was planted, not thrown, as the 
explosion occurred at the side of 
the garage which abuts a vacant 
lot. The man who set it appar- 
ently ran from an automobile 
parked on Ridgemont drive, about 
300 feet from the rear of the 
Shore home. 

Police thought the explosive 
was a black powder bomb after 
a cursory examination of the area 
last night, but this morning a 
piece of dynamite fuse, two feet 
long, was found near the scene, 
indicating a stick or sticks of 
dynamite were used. 

The State’s Attorney’s wife, 
Goldye, and their two children, 
Edward, 14 years old, and Bar- 
bara, 10, were attending a school 
Christmas program. Shore was 
asleep on the living room daven- 
port and the maid was upstairs. 

Received No Threats. 
Shore, a Democrat, said he had 
received no threats since he is- 
sued a public statement last July. 
At that time he reiterated his 
campaign promises that he was 
not going to tolerate any com- 
merci d gambling as long as 
he was state’s attorney. 

“I honestly don’t have any evi- 
dence as to who was responsible 
for the bombing,” he said, “but it 
just looks like there is an element 
here which just won’t take ‘no’ for 
an answer. 

“Usually a ‘scare’ bombing of 
this sort can be traced to an un- 
derworld faction which has been 
slighted by a public official, but 
at the present time there isn’t a 
soul in Peoria county who has 
received the ‘go’ signal from me. 

“This will serve to make me 
all the more determined in my 
stand against commercialized 
gambling. If anyone is after me 
they know where to find me, but 
I certainly don’t appreciate any- 
one endangering my family and 
home.” 

Confers With Police. 
Shore conferred this morning 
with officials of the Peoria Police 
Department in an effort to ob- 
tain leads in the bombing inves- 
tigation. : 

A gambler, who was prevented 
from operating slot machines by 
Shore a month ago, attributed the 
Sombing to another gambler 
whose toes were stepped on by 
the alert State’s Attorney in Oc- 
tober.

treason before he was hanged late 
yesterday. The report said he

Kostov and 10 others were con- 
victed last Wednesday as plotters 
and spies, aiming to turn Bul- 
garia into a vassal state of Pre- 
mier Josip (Tito) Broz’s Yugo- 
slavia. Only Kostov was sentenced 
to death. 

In the-trial before the Bulgar- 
fan supreme court the 52-year-old 
be cled Kostov, one-time No. 
2 Communist in Bulgaria, twice 
denied his guilt, repudiating the 
confession he was said to have 
made to interrogating police dur- 
ing his long confinement.

No Formal Communique. 

The newspaper Otechestven 
Front, organ of the Communist- 
controlled Fatherland Front, pub- 
lished a facsimile of a purported 
plea for mercy over Kostov’s sig- 
nature. The plea said “I admit 
my guilt” and reinstated the 
twice-repudiated confession. 

No formal: communique was 
issued to foreign correspondents 
concerning Kostov’s execution, but 
the official ‘press and radio said 
he was hanged yesterday. The 
place of execution was not given. 
Kostov had been held in Sofia’s 
central prison. : 

Kostov twice before escaped 
death sentences imposed on him 
by Fascist courts. In 1924 he 
leaped from a police station win- 
dow and escaped after being sen- 
tenced to death on charges of 
bombing a church. A death sen- 
tence imposed in 1942 was com- 
muted to life imprisonment. 

Otechestven Front said Kostov 
signed the written plea of mercy 
to the Presidium of the Grand 
National Assembly—the nation’s 
top government body—begging 
that his life be spared “so that I 
may repay the harm (I have done) 
by devoting the rest of my life to 
building socialism.” 

Parliamentary Elections. 

Tomorrow, Bulgaria will hold 
parliamentary elections. The 
voters will elect 239 members of 
the National Assembly to replace 
those who disbanded Oct. 21 
after three years in office, Only 
the ruling Fatherland Front 
headed by the Communists is 
running in the election.

The settlement, according to 
the present plan, would have to 
be made partly in gold or dollars 
and the rest in whatever credits 
the debtor country could muster 
from its own exports. 

The United States would have 
to finance the European bank at 
the start, probably with alloca- 
tions from Marshall plan funds. 
An estimated $125,000,000 would 
be needed to underwrite the bank 
for the first three months. 

The United States suggestion 
for the bank was based on the 
need for European nations to 
continue their trade and pay- 
ments with each other after the 
end of European Recovery Pro- 
gram payments in 1952. 

Similar Council Plan. 

The Economic Committee of the 
Council of Europe yesterday ap- 
proved a similar plan for inter- 
change of currencies, in the form 
of a central monetary fund. For- 
mer French Premier Paul Rey- 
naud, the week’s chairman of the 
committee, made public the plans. 

They include proposals to make 
European currencies more freely 
convertible, establishment of a 
European monetary .fund, crea- 
tion of a European steel organiza- 
tion to “harmonize production” 
and setting up the machinery for 
controlling cartels that seek to 
monopolize European industries. 

The plans were in the form of 
resolutions which will first be 
placed before. the Consultative 
Assembly (lower house) and then 
before the Committee of Foreign 
Ministers, made up of representa- 
tives of 14 countries in the Coun- 
cil of Europe. 


GIRL SCOUT LOST 
4 DAYS SAYS SHE’LL 
STAY OUT OF WOODS 


LONGVIEW, Wash., Dec. 17 
(AP)— Ruth Aberle, 16-year-old 
Girl Scout who spent four days 
lost in a near-freezing forest said 
she did not ever want to go into 
the woods again. 


“Unless I have a bell around 
my neck and someone to lead 
me,” she added in a press con- 
ference in her hospital room. She 
said that during her isolation she 
was certain she would be rescued. 

“I thought about the kids at 
school,” she said. “And I thought 
about home, I wondered if mother 
had sent my formal to the 
cleaners.” 

The girl, who is recovering rap- 
idly from her four days of ‘cold 
and fasting, said she had been 
mentally prepared for a lot more 
isolation. 

“I knew they would find me.” 
she said, “but I didn’t think it 
would be until Saturday, 1 
thought I would be lost about 100 
hours. I thought I could hold 
out until Friday and Saturday.” 

Once she took some boards and 
spelled the word “Help” with 
them outside the cabin where she 
had taken refuge. But nobody 
saw the sign. 

“I heard there were cougars 
in the country but I didn’t think 
they would come in the cabin,” 
Ruth said. “It’s funny, but 1 
didn’t even get hungry at all. .I 
got thirsty some times, but not 


hungry.” 


Women Easier Swayed Than Men,

JOGJAKARTA, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
The Indonesian republic’s first 
citizen, Dr. Soekarno, today was 
inaugurated President of the 
United States of Indonesia, which 
soon will take over most of the 
East Indies islands from the 
Dutch. | 
Soekarno was sworn in at a 
colorful ceremony in the palace 
here of the Sultan of Jogjakarta. 
He had been elected first presi- 


,| dent of the U.S.I. yesterday by 


representatives of the 16 states 


that will make up the new inde- 
pendent nation. 
Soekarno has been president of 
the Indonesian republic since it 
declared its independence of the 
Dutch in 1945. The republic is 
one of the member states in the 
es U.S.1 

e U.S.L. officially comes into 
being Dec. 27, when it assumes 
sovereignty in the former Dutch 
East Indies and becomes a part- 
ner with The Netherlands in a 
Netherlands-Indonesian union. 

Urges People to Unite. 

At his inauguration Soekarno 
called on the Indonesians to unite 
and work “to fill this vacuum 
that is called freedom.” 

He addressed a crowd of 3000 
in the ornate gold and red pavil- 
lion of the Sultan's palace in the 
capital of the rebel republic 
which he led in revolt against the 
Dutch. Several thousand persons 
stood outside the palace to hear 
the address over loud speakers. 

“As I time and again stressed,” 
said the President, “we belong to 
the people who are still flaming 
and smouldering in our revolu- 
tion. Our body still is warmed 
by the brightness. But the wounds 
and ravages from a glaring scar in 
our struggle. The people have 
suffered immensely. . . . 

“Thus, my friends, let us help 
and relieve them while giving 
protection to the minority groups. 
This is an imperative condition 
to fill the vacuum of our free- 
dom. Also imperative in this 
thing called freedom is unity. 
ealing, protection and unity 
must go hand in hand.” 

‘We Strive for Greatness.’ 

Soekarno said he called on the 
“goodwill of the international 
world to clasp hands with this 
newly-born country that wants to 
determine its own fate and in- 
ternal affairs.” , 

The President told the Indo- 
nesians they must “think and act 
in a dynamic way and drive for- 
ward.” 

“We are striving for greatness 
in a world of nations, strategic- 
‘ally, politically, economically,” he 
said. “We must achieve that 
greatness. We are not satisfied 
with what we have achieved now 
—the foundation of the united

Study Is Ordered After Re- 
port of ‘Dangerously Low’ 
Wage Scale. 


A survey of salaries paid to 
professional workers employed by 
the city to determine if they 
should be increased was ordered 
yesterday by the Civil Service 
Commission. The commission di- 
rected R. Elliott Scearce, person- 
nel director, to make the survey 
and offer recommendations for 
adjustments to correct inequities, 
if they were found to exist. 

The commission’s action was 
prompted by the results of a 
study made of the St. Louis Divi- 
sion of Health and its public 
health program in November by 
Dr. Roscoe P. Kandle, field di- 
rector of the American Public 
Health Association.

MEMPHIS BRIDGE 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 17 (AP) 
—The new four-lane Memphis 
and Arkansas highway bridge 
across the Mississippi river 
opened formally today when a 
parade rolled across it in rain 
and sleet. 

The $13,600,000 project opened 
for business after 11 years of 
planning and more than four 
years of actual construction work. 
The opening itself was a cause 
of controversy.

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England’s War Debts 


One of the obstacles in the way of freer trade 
in Western Europe is that England will not join 
in. And one of the reasons why England will 
not join in, and could not-do it effectively if it 
would, is England’s war debts. 

These debts amount to nearly 9 billion dol- 
lars. They are owed to India, Pakistan, Iraq, 
Egypt, Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay, Israel and 
Ceylon. England is paying them off in goods at 
the rate of some $900,000,000 a year. As long as 
it keeps of paying out these goods without any 
goods or money coming back in return, it will 
have to maintain controls on trade with other 
countries to compensate. 

After World War I, the United States and 
virtually every other country found that paying 
huge war debts was impractical. : It didn’t mat- 
ter so much whether the debts were reparations 
imposed on a country by other nations, as in the 
ease of Germany, or whether they were freely 
self-incurred. It was common to both that when 
payments were made on them everything was 
going out and nothing was coming in, and a na- 
tion can’t do business on that basis. Neither 
can the nations that need to do business with it. 
Trade is disrupted, and everyone suffers. 

England is not the only tountry that is suf- 
fering under these war debts. The countries. of 
Western Europe are suffering because they lack 
an essential partner in a trade alliance. The 
United States is suffering because it needs that 
trade alliance to help bulwark Western Europe 
against the threat of Russian expansion, 

One of these days the English war debt ques- 
tion is going to have to be treated realistically, 
certainly to the extent of marking it down to a 
sum that can be paid without frustrating the 
hopes for building a sound and strong demo- 
cratic community of nations. 
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Three Sets of Books

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From a Baker’s Dozen 

If the Charter Commissiom insists on retaining 
a baker’s dozen of elected officials, St. Louis 
county administration will be as divided, as po- 
litical and as haphazard as it has always been. 
Just which of these officers ought to be removed 
from the long county ballot? 

Certainly the Highway Engineer is one. His 
is a technical administrative job involving ex- 
penditures of nearly a million dollars a year. 
Yet this office is subject to’political choice and 
the pressure of spoils, and is in many ways in- 
dependent of higher supervision. This comes 
close to the incredible. 

Under the proposed home rule charter, the 
Highway Engineer ought to be appointed by the 
county supervisor, He should be selected for 
what he knows about roads, and not for whom 
he knows. 

The offices of the four constables also invite 
abolition. The constables spend part of their 
time in serving papers and in other legal mat- 
ters, and a lot of time serving politics. The 
political nature of their jobs was recognized 
when the 1945 State Constitution was written. 
Under its terms, nearly every county in the state 
has eliminated constables, 

The constables’ duties should be consolidated 
with those of the sheriff’s office. This would 
save much of the budget for the four offices, 
which has run up to $84,000 a year. There is 
simply no excuse for adding constables to the 
county’s other law-enforcement agencies. 

As matters stand, the Charter Commission has 
proposed retention of 13 elective officers. By 
eliminating twa of these, the commission. would 
money and make the charter more attractive 
to the voters. They are its final judge. 
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There is a case for reasonable ath- . 


Congressional committees are closing in 
again on “monopolies.” In the past, how- 
ever, such periodic campaigns often have 
left monopolies stronger than ever. 


Concentration of power and wealth has 
been one of the biggest problems and po- 
litical issues in America for half a cen- 
tury. And still the 
problem continues. 
For all the furor on 
the subject many ob- 
servers believe 
“monopolies” are 
bigger today than 
ever. 

Failure to achieve 
positive results 
seems to indicate a 
basic uncertainty. 
The issue for Con- 
gress to decide is 
first, “Is bigness 
really a bad thing?” 

If the answer to 
that is “Yes” or 
“Sometimes,” then comes the even more 
difficult secondary question, “How big is 
too ‘big?” 

If you know the answer to those queries 
two congressional committees would like 
to hear it, the House Judiciary subcom- 
mittee under Representative Celler of New 
York, and the Joint Committee on the 
Economic Report under Senator O’Ma- 
honey of Wyoming. 

What is happening in Washington now 
is the postwar return to the whole crucial 
subject. Back before the war the Tem- 
porary National Economic Committee ex- 
plored the matter. It made a lot of rec- 
ommendations, but the war came along. 


In many fields “bigness” turned out to 
be a good thing. But where does bigness 
lead—if it gets too big doesn’t it develop 
into socialism? The war smoke has cleared 
and Congress is just getting round to re- 
examining one of the basic economic prob- 
lems of modern times. 

Congressional thinking is taking new 
turns in connection with monopoly. The 
argument is that small and medium-size 
businesses can’t get the “venture capital” 
they need to expand, thus leaving them at 
a serious disadvantage in contrast to the 
giant companies. 

Why is this? The Celler committee has 
been pursuing one idea; the O’Mahoney 
committee stresses another. 


1. Insurance companies: Under the Cel- 
ler idea the great vehicle for the collec- 
tion of public saving has been increasing- 
ly the insurance companies. Statistics are 
available to show that they have outstripped 
banks and investment houses as the cen- 
ter of public savings. The money they re- 
ceive in premiums s to be invested. 
This amounts to billions. In the nature

of things insurance funds go into safe 
funded debts—bonds, rather than new en- 
terprises like stocks. 


2. Undistributed business profits: It has 
been argued here that giant companies are 
now largely self-financing. Instead of dis- 
tributing all their profits to stockholders, 
they keep enough back to finance them- 
selves. These giants hardly need to go 
into the money market. They do not need 
outside venture capital because they gen- 
erate it themselves. 


Smdil competitors can’t get money or 
must pay exorbitant fees. Under this 
theory, after a successful company has 
reached a certain size it will continue to 
grow like a snowball unless something is 
~ oe — it. Something is being done 
about it. 


Senator O’Mahoney pointed out in an 
interview here that in the year ending last 
June 30 the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration lent $349,000,000 in 3509 business 
loans., Forty-nine businesses got half the 
loans, 3460 got the other half. Senator 
O'Mahoney argued, (a) no risk was in- 
volved and (b) the businesses showed they 
could not get the money from any other 
source. Why this drying up of private 
venture capital? the Senator asks. 

He asks another pertinent question: 
Should the undistributed profits tax be 
increased, to force corporations to pass 
dividends out to private citizens who could 
then, theoretically, use it to start small 
enterprises? 

The first thing to do in investigating 
monopoly would seem to be to discover 
if it is growing or declining. This has 
been done. In answer to a Celler commit- 
tee request, Charles Sawyer, Secretary of 
Commerce, has just offered the most up- 
to-date figures brought down through 1947 
and compared with 1935. 

In 48 of the 452 industries covered, the 
top four companies did 75 per cent or 
more of the business, while the top eight 
had at least 84 per cent of the volume. 
Three aluminum companies, for example, 
make the country’s entire output. 

This is the system known as “oligopoly.” 
Monopoly would be domination by one 
giant: the modern pattern seems to be 
domination by a small group, or “olig- 
opoly.” 

Has monopolistic concentration increased 
since 1935? The answer seems to be “yes” 
and “no,” 

The answer is “yes” in the biggest in- 
dustries with volume of half a billion dol- 


‘lars a year or more. Increases were found 


in 14 industries, decreases in 9. 

The answer is ‘‘no” in the 130 industries 
as a whole where comparison with 1935 
is possible: The degree of concentration 
has increased in 58 industries here, dimin- 
ished in 72.

The matter of the book is ostensibly 
World War II, from Paris, 1939, to victory, 
1945, Everyone but the truest Stalinist 
will find, however, the current Big Lie, 


repeated and annotated by an endless 


series of walk-on caricatures who keep 
showing up with their few paragraphs of 
loosely related argument right to the back 
cover. We meet the Americans, Major 
Smiddle and Captain Mackhorn only on 
page 494. By then the Russians have sin- 
gle-handedly prepared the way for our 
peculiar and functionless army in some 
unnamed central 
German village. 

Smiddle is South- 
ern, and he asks his 
Soviet opposite num- 
ber, “If your daugh- 
ter were _§ alive, 
Major, would you 
allow her to marry 
a man of inferior 
race?” A Russian 
who hears this de- 
cides to stay in the 
army after the war: 
“After hearing those 
two Americans talk, 
everything became 
overclouded. Such 
people may want to start all over again.” 

The vague, “panorama” novel form is 
useful for expounding a preconceived doc- 
trinaire thesis. Lots of little people can 
exhibit officially recognized class charac- 
teristics and voice set opinions. A 
schooled choice of episodes can arrange 
the over-all and detail view. An almost 
automatic interest, furthermore, grows out 
of practically any long story of that gi- 
gantic war on the east front and the epi- 
sodes behind the lines, especially in 
France. There can be—and is—enormous 
violence, and exploitation of war crime 
and atrocity reports. 

Also, even so extraordinarily politicized 
a writer and so bureaucratic a politician as 
Ehrenburg is broken through to some 
extent by the force of humanity and the 
power of the Russian tradition. The gro- 
tesque banality of nearly everything in the 
book (one gradually feels that the trans- 
lator, at least, may be a counter- 
revolutionary Fascist saboteur) cannot 
prevent an accumulation of concern for 
the people behind the synthetic mouth- 
pieces of the novelist. If ope could risk 
getting the laureate in trouble with his 
police, one might almost find an ‘denti- 
fiable human theme lurking obscurvly in 
~ dull brutalities of these par\v polem- 
cs. 

The characters who are carried longest 
before being killed off tend to start with 
a completely divided spirit: a complete 
cleavage between “state business” and 
person. “I have two lives, one, my own, 
the real life, the other—you.” Serge, a 
hero, means as his “own,” his disciplined 
public life, for the regime. . “You” is a 
person and his entry into love and his 
subjective consciousness. 

But the terrific war, the sorrow and 
separation, and the devotion to a duty, 
lead the main characters toward a simpler 
view. Even a hero says, “How glad I am to 
be here where I learned the biggest thing 
on earth, Minsk, that’s Natasha!”

The proposed measure would 
replace the Alaska Development 
Corporation . bill advanced last 
September by William E. Warne, 
assistant Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. Price, special assistant to 
Warne, said the bill is dead. 

It would have set up an agency 
to enable the Federal Government 
to establish its own industries and 


businesses in Alaska at a cost of 
about one billion dollars and 


later, if feasible, sell or lease 


them to private interests. 
Price said the forthcoming pro- 
posal involves a much smaller fig- 


ure. 

He added that a “good many 
enterprises” are under considera- 
tion as likely loan subjects under 
the proposed program. 

Some, he said, are in advanced 
stages of consideration. Among 
these is a possible cement plant 
project, under study for two years. 

“A cement plant is our No. 1 
industrial need for Alaska,” Price 
said. “We especially want one in 
the rail belt, in the area between 
Seward and Fairbanks.

Repre- 
sentative Carroll has been greatly 
encouraged by a Denver Post 
poll which showed him to be the 
people’s choice. It is reported, 
too, that the Administration will 
tempt Gov. Knous from the race 
with a federal judgeship.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (UP) —

with the coal situation. 

Alexander said many Pocahon- 
tas customers, including large 1n- 
dustrial plants along the east 
coast, were “disgusted” with in- 
terruptions in coal production.

George B. Harris agreed with De- 
fense Attorney Vincent nan 
such testimony would be hearsay 
since Bridges was not present at 
the meeting. 

Bridges, president of the CIO 
Longshoremen’s Union, is accused 
of lying at his 1945 naturalization 
hearing when he said he was not 
and had not been a member of 
the Communist party. ~~ 

Two character witnesses for 
him, both union officers, J. R. 
Robertson and Henry Schmidt, 
are co-defendants charged with 
conspiracy. 

With the jury out of the court- 
room, Chief Prosecutor F. Joseph 
Donohue said he would like to 
offer testimony from Paul Crouch 
that Bridges once was in disfavor 
with the Communists. Donohue 
said the alleged meeting at which 
Bridges’s expulsion was discussed 
was based on the labor leader’s 
opposition to the Communists’ 
about-face in policy after Ger- 
many attacked Russia in 1941. 

Church, a Miami (Fla.) news- 
paper man and professed former 
Communist, already has testified 
that Bridges, under the aliases of 
Rossi and Dorgan in 1936 and 
1938 was elected to the Commu- 
nist Central Committee.

Butterscotch Nut Wafers, 
One and one-fourth cups sifted 
flour, one and one-half teaspoons 


baking powder, one-half teaspoon 


salt, one-half cup shortening, two - 


cups brown sugar, firmly packed, 
two eggs, well beaten, one and 
one-half cups chopped nut meats. 

Mix and sift flour, baking pow- 
der and salt. Melt shortening, 
stir in sugar and mix well. Re- 
move from heat and stir in well- 
beaten eggs. Stir in sifted dry 
ingredients to which nut meats 
have been added. Drop by one- 
half teaspoonfuls on greased bak- 
ing sheet and bake in slow oven 


(325 degrees F.) about 15 min- 
utes. Cool slightly, then remove 
carefully with a thin knife or 
spatula. If cookies harden on 
sheet, return to the oven for a 
few minutes. 

Yield: About nine dozen wafers, 
1% to 2:inches in diameter.

Saute entire mixture for two min- 
utes. Add apples and let simmer 
for three minutes. Parboil the 
raisins for eight minutes and add 
to the mixture. Soak enough 
bread in water to make about 
one-half gallon, squeezing out and 
pouring off all excess water. Then 
add the entire mixture to the 
bread. Beat three eggs and stir 
into the bread mixture to help 
hold it together. Stuff the duck 
with the dressing and roast for 
one hour in an oven about 250 
degrees Fahrenheit. Serve with 
guava jelly and imperial sweet 
potatoes.
